Deacon White, who last year fin- 
anced the “Deacon's” city amateur 
hockey champions, today received the 
following letter from Calgary, which 
is self-explanatory. Deak says that 
there are enough first class players 
in Edmonton for two ‘good septeties, 
and he may consider the proposition 
and place a team in the league. The 
Y.M. C. A. will probably be the other 
idmonton team: 

Mr. Clancey's letter is as follows: 

Calgary, Alta, Sept. 24, 1610. 
Deacon White, Esq: 

Rdmonton, Alta. 
Dear Sir: 

At a meeting of the Calgary hockey 
clubs it was decided to take up with 
all hockey clubs in Alberta the ques- 
tion of forming an Alberta Amateur 
Hockey Association and to obtain 
from the different hockey clubs an 
expression of their views on the fol- 
lowing plan as suggested by the meet- 
ing here, : 

It is the opinion of the Calgary 
clubs that if an Alberta Amateur 
Hockey Association can be formed 
and officered with competent officials 
who will carry out without fear or 
favor any constitution that may be 
drawn up by a representative com- 
mittee appointed by delegates from 
the different clubs, we will have bet- 
ter hockey in Alberta and a step will 
be made in placing Amateur hockey 
on a solid footing in this province. 

The Herald Trophy 

The Calgary Daily Herald has very 
generously offered to donate a beau- 
tiful cup to be competed for by at 
least six amateur senior hockey clubs 
in the province. While they stipulate 
six to. be the minimum, they do not 
limit the number of clubs that may 
enter this competition, and become 
members of this proposed association. 
It was suggested that this association 
be formed and-divided into districts 
and the winner of each district play 
off semi-final and final games, This, 
as you will know, is along the line 
of the O. HT. A. and I think no better 
organization ‘than the above could 
be selected as an example to follow. 
‘The cup proposed to be donated by 
the Calgary Daily Herald will pass'to 
the possession of the club winning it 
three years consecutively, T'o give 
you a better understanding of Cal- 
gary’s position, I’ might state that it 
is the intention to have at least four 
senior hockey teams from Calgary 
to compete in this league. We are of 
the opinion that Edmonton will enter 
as many. In doing this, we have in 
mind the fact that if Calgary and Ed- 
mon ton putin fewer clubs than above 
suggested, it would have a tendency 
to deter the smaller towns in the pro- 
vince from entering this proposed as- 
sociation. 

Other Probable Entries 

I am forewarding letters to the dif- 
ferent hockey clubs in Vegreville, 
Vermilion, Lloydminster, Fort Sas- 
katchewan, Edmonton, Strathcona, 
Lacombe, Wetaskiwin, Camrose, 
Stettler, Red Deer, Calgary, High 
River, Macleod, Pincher Creek and 
Coleman. 

I wish you would let me have your 
opinion of this proposed league with 
any suggestions you may have to of- 
fer in rgard to the information and 
handling of the sanse. On receipt of 
your answer to this letter, we will if 
the census of opinion warrants it, call 
a meeting of delegates from the dif- 
ferent clubs in Alberta, and endeavor 
to form this proposed association. 
There is no time to jose in getting 
this reorganization completed as the 
Hockey season will open within three 
months and it will take all the time at 
out disposal to complete arrange- 
ments and put it in such shape that 
the officers appointed will be in a posi- 
tion to take it in hand from the start. 
I, therefore, urge you to please give 
this your immediate attention. 

It may appear to you that the Cal- 
gary clubs in taking the initiative are 
presumptuous, but I wish to assure 
you that our only idea in doing this 
is as stated previously, to get sma- 
teur hockey on a sound footing and 
to form such an organization as will 
equal the O. H. A.

than at present. 


GENERAL BOTHA 
— 

The decision of General Louis Botha 
to retain the premiership of the South 
African Union seems to have been re- 
ceived with satisfaction by the leading 
members of the opposing political par- 
ty. He has been recognized as the 
ablest of the constructive and: pro- 
gressive. Nationalists, who represent- 
ed to a great extent the Boer inter- 
ests; and as regards a policy for the 
material development of the country 
he differs only in minor details from 
Dr. Jameson, the leader of the Union- 
ist or British party. He may find 
himself, however, handicapped by lack 
of parliamentary support, for the Un- 
ionists in the recent election showed 
unexpected strength. A combination 
with the successful Labor candidates 
is depended on to give a good working 
majority. 

The later stages of the campaign 
were marked with much personal re- 
crimination and racial bitterness. The 
result in most of the contested dis- 
tricts was close, although so little in- 
terest was shown in some parts of the 
country, that thirty-seven seats of the 
Assembly were uncontested. General 
Botha, who stood for election in the 
‘Transvaal, was himself defeated by 
Sir Percy Fitzpatrick. Dr. Jameson’s 
election was practically uncontested in 
the Eastern Province of Cape Colony, 
but he had a difficult fight to win in 
Cape Town, where he had been also 
nominated on account of the absence 
of the regular candidate. Four mem- 
bers of General Botha’s ministry were 
sent from uncontested districts, but 
three other members of the cabinet, 
reports indicate, were defeated. Mr. 
Hertzog, who has proved himself of- 
fensive to British interests by his 
championship of the measure for bi- 
lingual instruction in the schools, was 
one of the members of the Cabinet 
elected. As General Botha is believed 
to be not in entire sympathy with Mr. 
Hertzog’s educational plans it is un- 
certain if the latter will be retained in 
his cabinet. post. The frequent charges 
that the success of the Unionists 
meant the domination of the mining 
magnates proved ineffectual campaign 
argument, for it turned out that what 
was called the “capitalist class” was 
as well represented in one party as in 
the other. In spite of this fact is was 
evident that the Rand was the strong- 
hold of Unionism and is likely so to 
remain. 

The result would indicate that a 
considerable proportion of the Boer 
voters supported the Unionist candi- 
dates. In this case much of the old 
enmity between Boer and British must 
have died out. The average Boer 
farmer had a great reverence for con- 
stituted government and an implicit 
obedience to the dictation of a party 
caucus. The memories of the war, 
that was responsible for nearly all of 

tglcaders of Boer opinion, seem to

No important national question was 
involved. Even the division between 
the coast and the inland, which it has 
been predicted would be the first “nat- 
ural cleavage,” was scarcely discussed. 
The question of the sale of wine, of 
which the Cape Colony is making an 
excellent quality, in the other pro- 
vinces of the Union, the introduction 
of coolie labor and the enfranchise- 
ment of the negroes were made little 
of in the campaign. ‘These issues, 
which must be met Wf th union is to 
be established upon a common basis, 
are likely to come up soon for settle- 
ment and to try to the extreme the 
resources and intelligence of the new 
government and parliament. General 
Botha, a Boer -Prime Minister, sus- 
tained by British votes, may after all 
prove the power needed in a country 
in which wto races are endearoring 
to form one nation.

he reporter stated that a first hand 
statement was desired. 

“Well Iam for protection,” avas ‘the 
definite reply. “Protection not only 
in tariff and the protection of our na- 
tural resourocs. We want portection 
for our fisheries, our timber Jimits, and 
our mineral resources. We don't want 
a lot of foreigners coming in here 
and monopolizing them. We want 
them for ourselves. The tariff is neces- 
sary for the advancement of the coun- 
try. It benefits all classes.” 

“The agriculturists don’t seem to 
think so.” said ‘the reporter. 

“Well, then, the  agriculturalists 
don’t know the meaning of the word. 
Do the farmers want the Canadian 
market open to the agricultural pro- 
ducts of the country? Why it is ab- 
surd, At any rate, the tariff is neces- 
sary for the manufacturing commun- 
ity. When the factories shut down 
then the farms have to be mortgaged. 
It may not be very politic to say 
it, but nevertheless, it is the plain, 
frozen, naked, unadulterated truth.” 

“What is the relation between the 
conservation scheme of the Hon. Clit- 
ford Sifton, and the manufacturing 
community?” asked the reporter. 

“The conservation of natural, re- 
sources is very important,” replied 
Mr. Rowley, “and the Conservation 
Comnmnisison is the outcome of an ag- 
itation on the part of the manufactur- 
ers. Therefore, the manufacturers 
must think it desirable and in their 
interests.” f 
* Mr. Rowley, in speaking of the re- 
cent convention in Victoria, said. that 
it was highly successful, and would 
likely bear fruitful results.

“to issue a preliminary report owing 
to the keen interest taken in the ex- 
hibition this year. he weather it 
must be admitted was not favorable 
but in spite of this fact outside the 
current office, salary and insurance, to 
ask the city for $600 te cover the de- 
ficit. The exhibition is taking up a 
strong position before the pubiic, as 
shown by the recognition of its work 
by the Provincial Government and by 
the large sums of money that it 
handles during the year.” 

“The policy of the exhibition should 
still be to make it the leading stock 
show in western Canada. At the fair 
this year there were 454 horses, 475 
cattle, 188 sheep, 178 swine, 233 poul- 
try and 85 dogs, which completely 
filld the buildings.

GREAT LABOR RIOT 
IN GERMAN CITIES 


Sept. 


Berlin, Germany, 26.—The 
police and coal strikers had a series 
of pitched battles in the Moabit pre- 
cinct.  Mirfty strikers were wounded 
by shots and sword thrusts during the 
police charges. Twenty of them were 
taken to the hospitals severely injured, 
A very large number of police, forty 
or more, also were wounded, some of 
them badly, while protecting strike- 
breakers. About midnight thousands 
of strikers stormed the re station and 
{the Reform chureh in Duesselstrasse, 
wrecking the windows and doors. The 
police were compelled to charge re- 
peatedly and to use severe measures. 
They are now bivouacking in the 
streets throughout the night. In con- 
sequence of the frequent use of fire- 
arms in public places during the pres- 
ent labor troubles, the commisisoner 
of police has forbidden the carrying 
of weapons without a license.

called to the bar. He was always 
keenly interested in provincial and 
municipal matters, and was twice 
mayor of New Glasgow. In 1878 he 
was called to the Nova Scotia Legis- 
lative council, but resigned the same 
year to run for the Assembly, and in 
1888 he became rie government. lead- 
er of the legislative council, having 
been recalled to that body. He en- 
tered federal politics in 1891 and was 
elected to represent Guysborough 
county, resigning his seat in 1904 be- 
ing appointed to the supreme court 
bench of Nova Scotia. He was ap- 
pointed Tientenant-Governor over 
four years ago. Besides his political 
associations, the late governor was a 
Grand Master of the Free Masons of 
Nova Scotia; a past president of the 
alumni association of Dalhousie Uni- 
versity; and governor of Halifax La- 
dies College and Dalhousie. He ob- 
tained his LL.D., from Dalhousie, and 
his D. C. L. from King's College. 


The late Hon. 9. C. Fraser was the 
tallest governor of any who have 
held a similar position in the country 
standing about six feet three inches. 
Hon. D. A. MacKinnon, ex-governor 
of Prince Edward Island, was his 
closest competitors, the latter being 
over 6 icet 1 inch in height. 

In appearance the late sovernor 
was well built, rugged, and dark com- 
plexioned. He wore a black mous. 
tache, He was very genial and pleas- 
ant in his speech. His friends 
throughout the maritime provinces 
are countless and he was especially 
liked in the island province to which 
he made an annual trip in the sum- 
mer time.
